Dimes and dollars are prov­ 
ing a more nimble facility for trade 
than pounds, shillings and pence, and 
the colîeç fastened conservatism of 
Great Britain is beginning to weaken. 


At Portsm outh, England, there was 
launched a British ironclad which is 
the most heavily plated vessel in ex­ 
istence. The vessel will cost four mill­ 
ion and a half, and has an armor 
twenty inches thick. 
According to an 
account in tiie New York World, her 
turret guns will discharge projectiles 
weighing 1,250 pounds, and she has 
thii cy other guns, large and small, 
and a number of torpedoes. 


NVhen Wall street parted in sorrow« 
som e years ago, w ith Htnry Villard, 
ex-journalist and financier, he quoted 
the words of Catiline:

DEPORT OX PENSIONS. 


The reports of com m ittee* were resum ed. 
The first in order being the com m ittee on 
pensions. 
They relate their efforts to procure liberal 
legislation from congress and the fate of the 
dependent pension MIL The Mil was far from 
what they wanted, but it at least would Lave re­ 
moved 12,000 veteran* from pauper house*. 
They call attention tothe Mexican pension bill, 
tar m re liberal titan the one for pensioning the 
soldiers against the rebellion. 
This blit met the 
approval of the president, and they were fairly 
stunted when fr« » in the same hand came a veto 
of the measure of like principle, but infiutesimal 
in degree for the veterans of the war again*!: 
treason 
They appealed to the (« rand Army of 
the Republic, and the response came from 300.- 
0Od numbers in no uncertain tones. The com­ 
mittee therefore prepared a new pension bill. 
This bill makes provision for pension* to all 
veterans who or mar hereafter be Unable to earn 
their own are livelihood { for a direct con­ 
tinuance of pen-ions 
for widows in their 
own right; for an increase of the present pit­ 
tance to minor children and for fathers or 
mothers from any date of dependence. 8uch a 
law would at once remove fully 12,000 veterans 
from alms houses, provide pension* for fully as 
many more now d < q« enc!ent upon private charity, 
and put into the general pension law, for tue 
fir« t time, the recognition of the principle that 
I« eusions may be granted to survivors of the 
late war without absolute proof of disabil­ 
ity arising from the s-rvioe, proof almost im- 
I oseible to procure after the lapse of more than 
twenty years. The bill Is siniil&r iu general 
principle to that vetoed, but the objectionable 
pauper « danse i* omitted, making this a disabil­ 
ity and not a dependent biff. The result of sub­ 
mitting this bill to the comrade* of the Grand 
Armv of the Republic show* that whatever leg­ 
islation some of the comrades desire, they are 
practically unanimous for everything contained 
in this bill. 
Any additional legislation is only 
to Ire secured lueh by inch after most persistent 
effort. Your committee therefore recommend* 
the oontiuuance of earnest effort in favor of the 
following: The hi 11 prepared by this commit­ 
tee, granting peusi .u* to ail ve:erans now dis­ 
abled or in need, to mothers and father* from 
date ot dependence; continuance o t pensions to 
widows in their own right, and an increase for

A lady a t Bilo xi, Miss.,writes to the 
A tlanta Co nstitutio n, an acco unt o f 
the hardships and makeshifts o f her 
family , which had been reared in afflu­ 
ence: 
“Upo n the fall o f New Orleans we 
“refugeed” abo ut fifty miles abo ve the 
city o n the Jackso n railro ad,as it was 
then called. The co untry aro und us 
was very thinly settled, the peo ple 
generally po o r, igno rant and primi­ 
tive, and seemed as strange to us as 
we “city fo lks” did to them. Oh,tho se 
strange, dark y ears o f “ war times,” 
they linger y et in my memo ry like 
so me weird, vivid dream. 
P a r t o f the 
time my father was with us and p art 
o f it in the army , but his presence o r 
absence made little reai difference in 
o ur co nditio n,he being a delicate, city 
bred man was alm o st as heipless in 
th a t beating sto rm o f hardships and 
depriv atio ns as my y o ung, inexperi­ 
enced mo ther and her bro o d o f y o ung 
children. 
And as the y ears went by , 
and the war clo ud settled do wn dark­ 
er and deeper o vei all the land and 
times grew harder and harder every ­ 
where, 1 to ld all the hardships and 
struggles o f tho se day s I fear so me o f 
it wo uld bj taken fo r Munchanso nlike 
exaggeratio n. 
It was a lo nely , deserted, reso urce- 
less co untry , with hardly a man left in 
it. and ho w so me o f tho se families o f 
wo men and children managed to live 
at all is my stery to me. 
I think we 
came as near livingo r. no thing asm o r 
tals ever did. tho ugh my m o ther and 
a y o ung sister o f hers who lived with 
us, had their share o f th a t hard and 
brav e struggle fo r which o ur so uthern 
wo men are so 
rightfully 
ho no red 
thro ugho ut the length and bred th o f 
the land. 
Every article o f beauty o r 
value th a t had escaped the fire was 
so ld o r traded fo r the necessaries o f 
life. One o f my bro thers, a little fel­ 
lo w abo ut twelve y ears o ld, walked to 
Clinto n, La., abo ut fifty miles I be- 


i regardless o f seaso n o r weather. Only 
o nce did we get any “ bo ught j-ho « *-,” 
I and that was at the tune o f the ev alu­ 
atio n o f Jackso n, Miss. 
My mo ther 
happened to be there at the time, o n 
businee*, and saw the streets strewn 
with girds fro m the sto res. 
We had 
so me family mgro es hired o ut in Jack­ 
so n, and they gave her so me o f the 
spo ils th a t had fallen to them— 
pm*, needles, thread and butto ns, then 
o bjects o f priceke- value, and also a 
reckless asso rtm ent o f sho es, 
with 
which, o n her return, we were pro udly 
invested. 
A pair o f bo y ’s bro gan-, 
abo ut three size* to o large, fell to my 
share, and wtien my small feet were 
duly installed in their ro o my quarters 
I was pro uder o f them than I have 
ever been o f a pair o f sho er. since. 
Once m i and aunt C. co ncluded th a t 
they wo u!d learn to weave, but when 
they anxio usly inquired o f a weaving 
neighbo r no w lo ng it wo uld take to 
learn, and were pro mptly info rmed “a 
lifetime,” they reno unced the pro ject 
as alto gether chimerical, and returned 
to their turning and twi-tmg, devi-ing 
and inventing. They o nce made a 
go rgeo us o verdress o f a lace curtain 
and so ld it fo r a fancy price to an en­ 
raptured y o ung wo man fo r a wedding 
dress, and so It went o n to the end o f 
the chapter.

They enter 
th« * o cean naked, having first o iled 
their bo dies in o rder that they may 
slide thro ugh the water easily . Their 
o nly weapo n is a sto ut stick abo ut 
two feet in length -harpened a t bo th 
ends. The water is so clear that they 
I can § m fo r hundreds o f feet aro und 
them. 
When a shark swims to ward 
them they wait until the mo ment he 
turns o n hts back and as be o pens his 
iaws to seize them they thurst the 
-tick cro sswise into his mo uth, and ] 
sw im o ff. The sh ark’s mo uth being 
held o pen by the stick, he is so o n 
dro wned, when the natives to w him 
asho re and feast upo n his tlesfa. Fo r j 
my part I do no t believe th a t sharks 
are nativ e to American waters.

hav« * heard o ld seamen say th a t they 
; came fro m Africa, fo llo wing in the 
wake o f the first slavers :hat came 
to this co untry . Tho se vessels were 
alway s so o vercro wded th a t many 
di**d o n the vo y age, and were thro wn

The earliest use o l natural gas o n 
reco rd is in China, where fo r centuries 
it has been co nvey ed thro ugh ho llo w 
bambo o s fro m fissures in salt mines 
to the surface fo r burning purpo ses- 
Near the Caspian Fea, in Asia, theieare 
a!-*o places where natural gas is seen 
to exude fro m the earth, and a simi­ 
lar pheno meno n is to l*e seen in the 
Fzalatua salt mine in liuugatv . N at­ 
ural gas wa- first disco vered in this 
co untry in the neighbo rho o d o f Fred- j 
o nia, Chautauqua Co unty , X. Y., early 
in the century . 
Here it was first put 
to use by so me enterprising citizens in 
the y ear 15*21. 
A small well was 
bo red in the village to the depth o f 27 
feet, and the gas 
was 
co nducted 
thro ugh pipes to the ho uses, where it 
was u>e*l fo r illuminating purpo ses 
alo ne.

The thousands of acres of prime 
agricultural and grading lands in 
Minnesota that have been passed 
over by the ravenous land seekers, 
who, in their eagerness, rushed on 
further west, are commencing to 
attract the attention of the more 
conservative and better class of 
farmers atid stockmen of the east. 


Preparations 
for work 
in the 
woods this winter have been com­ 
menced earlier and upon a scab* 
more extensive than usual through­ 
out the entire northwest. 
There 
is apparently an unwavering confi­ 
dence m another year of active 
demand for lumber, and it is cer­ 
tain that another season of more 
than ordinary production will be 
necessary to restore stocks to their 
normal condition. 


The people of Minnesota who 
are at present obliged to pay 
per ton for coal are probably not 
aware that Dakota has an inex­ 
haustible supply of coal 
that is 
only commencing to be developed. 
Along the west hank of the Mis­ 
souri river from a point south of 
the Big Sioux reservation to the 
British possessions the country is 
underlaid with a superior quality 
of lignite coal. 
Lignite is a fo r­ 
mation younger than bituminous 
and contains a large per cent, of 
heating capacity.

They in no way attempt 
to abridge a man's ideas on the 
liquor question. 
Every Knight is 
atTliberty to think and act as he 
pleases i»ersonally, as long as he 
renders to the order that fealty 
which is required by its constitu­ 
tion and by-laws, and which alone 
can make the order a power for 
good in the land. 
As long as the 
Gambrinus assembly of Milwaukee 
conform to the rules of Hie Knights 
there will be no objection to the 
members of said assembly taking 
part in the deliberations of the 
order. 
It seems, however, that the 
Gambrinus people are not content 
to be simply Knights under the 
established constitutions. 
They 
want to convert the sanctuary into 
a club room where beer can have 
full swing. 
To this Mr. Powderly 
and the 
other officers 
of the 
Knights seriously object, and it is 
hoped that the moral tone of the 
order generally is strong enough to 
rally to the support of the anti- 
Gambrinus party a sufficient sup­ 
port to enable them to preserve in­ 
tact the present decrees and provi­ 
sions of the order on that important 
subject.—Minneapolis Star.

d ie Im p o rta n ce o f an E a rly C u ltiv a tio n of 
P o liten ess and G race. 
A child's truest and best happiness 
does not con-ist in making his individ­ 
ual well-being the pivot upon which 
the whole household machinery turns. 
lie will bo better, not worse, for a lit­ 
tle judicious letting alone occasionally, 
and for being taught that there are 
other people to consider before him- 
*elf. 
While a mother should always 
hare quick and hearty sympathy for 
iu re nile trials and perplexities, 
sho 
should at the -ame time exact from 
tin- child a corresponding consideration 
for her own occupations and annoy­ 
ances. 
The 
sympathies, like 
other 
spiritual development, require diligent 
cultivation. 
In the minor moralities the principle 
of careful early training holds good. 
The politeness that is now -igniticantly 
styled old-fashioned might be reintro­ 
duced with benefit to those who prac­ 
ticed it and to those who are favored in 
receiving it. 
The graceful deference 
to elders and to women is something 
that is rarely acquired in mature year*. 
A boy of five is none too young to be 
taught to pull ort' his cap when he 
meets nu acquaintance, to remain un­ 
covered in the presence of ladies, to 
step aside to allow them to enter or 
leave 
a room first and to remain 
standing until they are seated. 
There 
is an ease of bearing gained by early 
drilling in these regard* that makes 
unmistakable the difference between 
the man whose courtesy is ingrain and 
th*- one with whom is i* a veneering, 
no matter how skilfully the latter ipay 
have laten applied, 
Tho t;)i»l«' manners of children can 
Hot receive too close attention, and yet 
they seldom have adequate care be­ 
stowed upon them. 
The constant re­ 
proof ami admonition required seems 
but a thankless tn*k for many years. 
Boys and girls manifest a terrible in­ 
genuity in acquiring awkward habits 
and unpleasant tricks and an equal 
slowness in overcoming them. 
Per­ 
petual “ nagging’’ i* always painful 
both to the giver and the object, but 
the recompense of grateful apprecia­ 
tion 
comes 
surely, 
though slowly. 
Some parent* weary of waiting for it 
and abandon the efforts at training. 
To men nothing can make up for the 
lack of this early discipline. 
Women, 
more imitative and less transparent in 
imitation, may tutor themselves into a 
faif pretence of ease, but a man rarely 
sufficiently overcomes 
his self-con­ 
sciousness to feel otherwise than miser­ 
able in a circle where he knows his 
habits and manner mark him as of less 
outward refinement than his associates. 
Once in a great while the wife of a 
man may succeed in imparting a polish 
that transforms the rough article into 
a tolerable counterfeit of the tine one, 
but it is at the price of long struggles 
and bitter mortifications alike to hus­ 
band and wife.

hand that the power, is laid, and with 
bel. vests the responsibility if she fails to 
exercise, it aright. — christine Ter hum 
Herrick, in Urookltiu 'Jinn s.

AN EXPENSIVE TRIP. 


The New Vork Sun prints the 
! following 
Washington 
special: 
j “ Senator Dawes’ summer trip with 
I the other members of the cornmit- 
J tee on Indian affairs of the senate 
to the Northwest reservations was 
a junket which, according to the 
results he gives, was without rea­ 
son or excuse. 
The committee 
managed to spend several weeks on 
the trip to the White Earth re­ 
servation, where are a few' Indians 
who have perpetual small quarrels 
with the agents. 
When the com­ 
mittee got there all the pretty 
squabbles of the reservation were 
aired and a hundred contradictory 
stories told. 
One of the witnesses, 
an Indian girl, made an affidavit 
that two young men employed as 
teachers had tried to be too fami­ 
liar with some of the girls. 
Then 
they made an affidavit that the first 
I affidavit was not true, and made a 
third affidavit that she did not 
make the second one. 
Before the 
committee she affirmed her first 
affidavit. 
One of the charges 
against the agent by the Beaulieus 
is that he appointed unfit persons 
as teachers. 
The agents answer 
is that he investigated the alleged 
immoral conduct of the teachers 
and found the accused 
parties 
innocent. 
To this the Beaulieus 
respond that the agent is not a 
proper judge of the case because 
one of the teachers was his son. 
Hence the significance of the testi­ 
mony of the Indian girl who made 
the 
affidavits—the 
rust to the 
Beaulieus, the second to the agent 
on which he acquits the teacher, 
and the third to the Beaulieus 
again. 
A great cause of dissatis­ 
faction was found iii the general 
disregard of the law requiring the 
employing of Indians 
in such 
agency offices as they arc com­ 
petent to fill. 
This is felt keenly 
by men like the Beaulieus, able 
themselves to fill any place in the 
agency. One of the witnesses— 
Dr. Day, a gentleman of large 
information and sound judgment 
on Indian 
relations—laid great 
stress on this point. 
He narrated 
how a new agent turned out an 
Indian teacher to make a place for 
his own daughter. 
The Indians 
took their children from the school 
and the agent ordered them bapk. 
The Indians rebelled and grew 
ugly. 
The agent got scared aud 
called for protection. 
Troops were 
sent 
hundreds 
of 
miles and 
quartered at the agency for six 
mouths, during which time 
the 
; only pupil in the school was the 
' child of a white missionary. 
The 
episode cost the government $64,- 
000.

REPORT ON TENSIONS. 


The re p o rts of co m m ittees w ere resum ed. 
T he first iD o rd er being th e co m m ittee on 
pensions. 
They relate their efforts to procure liberal 
legislation trom congress and the fate of the 
dependent pension bill. 
The bill was far from 
what rh'-v wanted, but it at least would have re­ 
moved 12,000 veterans from pauper houses. 
They cail attention to the Mexican tension bill, j 
iar m re liberal than the oue for pensioning the j 
soldiers against the rebellion. 
This bill met the 
approval of the president, and they were fairly 
stunned when from the s*ine hand came a veto 
of the measure of like principle, but intiutesiiual 
lu degree f>>r the veterans of the war against 
treason. 
They appealed to the Grand Array of 
the Republic, aud the response came from 300,- 
006 members iu no uncertain tones. 
The com ­ 
m ittee therefore pre]>ared a new pension bill. 
This bill makes provision for pensions to all 
vet^raas who or iniv hereafter be Unable to earn 
their own are livelihood! for a direct con­ 
tinuance of pensions 
for widows in their 
own right; for an tru rease of the present p it­ 
tance to minor children and for fathers or 
m others from any date of dependeuee. 
Buch a 
law would at once remove fully 12.000 veterans 
from alms houses, provide pensions for fullv as 
tusmv more now dejiendent upon private charity, 
and put into the general tension law, for tne 
first time, the recognition of the principle that 
Itensions may t>e granted to survivors of the 
late war w ithout absolute proof of disabil­ 
ity arising from the service, proof alm ost lm- 
l ossible to procure after the lapse of more than 
tw enty years. The bill Is sim ilar in general 
principle to that vetoed, bat the objectionable 
pauper clause is om itted, making this a disabil­ 
ity and not a dependent bin. The result of sub­ 
m itting this bill to the comrades of the Grand 
Armv of the Republic shows th at whatever leg­ 
islation some of the comrades desire, they are 
practically unanim ous for everything contained 
in this bill. Any additional legislation is only 
to be secured inch by Inch after m ost j>ersistenc 
effort. 
Your comm ittee therefore recommends 
the continuance of earnest effort in favor of the 
following: The ml 1 prepared by this com m it­ 
tee, granting pensions to all veterans now dis­ 
abled or in need, to m others and fathers from 
date of dependence; continuance of pensions to 
widows in their own right, and an increase for

Influence has been brought to t»ear 
on state legislation, act! state soldier*'and or­ 
phan home* aud law s for temporary relief of in­ 
digent soldiers and their families have been 
passed. For this work more than any other has 
the Grand Army of the Republic lived—this 
more than ait else has ennobled its life—for this 
purpose the Grand Army will in the future give 
its earnest endeavors and by reason of its per­ 
sistent endeavors it will be remembered. The 
Grand Army, with the approval of the people in 
general, have enlisted in this cause. Men of all 
shades of political belief have l«en foremost in 
these efforts, and never until this year has it en­ 
tered the mind of any well informed man to 
charge that this zeal in behalf of our needy com­ 
rades was of a political partisan character. The 
Grand Army of the Republic will never consent 
that this question of pensions shall be classed 
among those which men commonly call partisan.

LEPORT ON PENSIONS. 


The reports of com m ittees were resumed. 
The first iD order being the com m ittee on 
tensions. 
They relate their efforts to procure liberal 
legislation from cone res.* and the fate of the 
dependent pennon bill. The bill was far from 
what they wanted, but ital least would have re­ 
moved 12,000 veterans from pauper houses. 
Tttey cai! attention to the Mexican pension bill, 
far m re liberal than the one for {tensioning the 
soldier* against the rebellion. 
This blit moi the 
approval of the president, and they were fairly 
stunned when from the Birne baud came a veto 
of the measure of like principle, bat infiateslmal 
In degree f.>r the veterans of the war against 
treason. They appealed to t he ti rand Array of 
the Republic, an I the response* came fr<*m 300.* 
OOO members in no uncertain tones. The com­ 
mittee therefore prepared a new pension bid. 
This bill makes provision for pensions to all 
veterans who or in iv hereafter be Unable to earn 
their own are livelihood: for a direct con­ 
tinuance of lien-ions 
for widows in their 
own right; for an increase of th* present pit­ 
tance to minor children and for fathers or 
mother* from any date of dependence. Such a 
law would at once remove fully 12.000 veterans 
from alms houses, provide pension* for fatly as 
tua’iy more now ii- j>endeni upon private charity, 
and put into tile general pension :aw, for toe 
hr.*t time, the recognition of the principle that 
{tensions may be granted to survivors of the 
late war without altsolnte proof of disabil­ 
ity arising from the service, proof almost im- 
lossible to procure after the lapse of more than 
twenty years. The bill Is similar iii general 
principle to that vetoed, bat the objectionable 
pauper danse is omitted, making this a disabil­ 
ity and not a dependent bill. The result of sub­ 
mitting this bill to the comrades of the Grand 
Annv of the Republic shows that whatever leg­ 
islation some of the comrades desire, they are 
practically unanimous for everything contained 
in this bill. Any additional legislation is only 
to lie secured inch by inch after most persistent 
effort. Yonrcommittee therefore recommends 
the continuance of earnest effort in favor of the 
follow ing: The bd I prepared by this commit­ 
tee, granting pensions to all veterans now dis­ 
abled or in n,ed. lo mothers and fat liers from 
date of dep ndenee; continuance of pens ions to 
widows in their own right, and an increase for 
minor 
children: 
all 
of 
the recommenda­ 
tions 
for 
increase 
and 
equalization 
of 
pension* for 
asocial 
disabilities 
-uade 
in 
his recent report by Pension Commissioner 
Black; a pension of $12 per month to all widow* 
of honorably discharged soldiers and sailors of 
the late war; Increased {(canion* for the severer 
disabilities, substantially as presented In the 
bill prepared bv the United Blate* Maimed Vet­ 
erans' league; pensions for the survivors of 
rebel prison*, substantial iv as presented in the 
bill of the National Association of Prisoners of 
War; increased pensions for lo** of hearing or 
eyesight; a re-enactment of the arrear law; an 
equitable equalization of twenties; the same 
pension for the widow of the representative vol­ 
unteer soldiered tbs Union army—John A. Lo­ 
gan—as is paid to the widow* of those typical 
regular*. Thomas, the Rock of Chickamauga, and 
Hancock, al wavs the superb. 
GEN. FAIRCHILD APPRECIATED. 
The com m ittee on the annual address of 
the eom m ander-in-ehlef endorses the ad­

In 1805 a well which was 
su n k for petroleum a t W est B loom ­ 
field, N. V., stru ck a flow of n a tu ra l 
jas. 
An effort was m ade to uitili/e 
i tins, an d it w as carried in a wooden 
I m ain to th e city of Rochester, a dis- 
j tance of 24 miles, in 1870, for the 
j purpose of illum inating the city, b u t 
; the experim ent was a failure. 
So, 
i though it w as oblivious t h a t this 
gaseous p ro d u ct co n stitu ted an inex­ 
h austible supply of excellent fuel, no 
a t te m p t was m ade to p u t it to use in 
m a n u fa ctu re until during the p a s t de 
cade. 
In 1878, a w-ell in A rm strong 
C ounty, Penn., was so arranged t h a t 
th e gas could he se p arated from the 
w ate r with which it was discharged, 
an d conveyed through pipes to sever­ 
al miles in th a t vicinity, where it xvas 
used in the m an u factu re of bar-iron.

bred m an was a lm o st as helpless in 
t h a t beating s to rm of hardships an.! 
d ep rivations as my young, inexperi­ 
enced m o th er an d her brood of young 
children.

er an d deeper ovei all th e land and 
tim es grew hard er an d harder every­ 
where, I told all the hardships and 
struggles of those d ay s I fear som e of 
it would ba tak en for Alunchansonlike 
exaggeration. 
It was a lonely, deserted, resource- 
less country, with h ard ly a m an left in 
it. an d how som e of those families of 
women and children m anaged to live 
a t all is m ystery to me.

came as near livingon nothing as m o r­ 
ta ls ever did. though my m otlier and 
a young sister of hers who lived with 
us, had their share of th a t h ard and 
brave struggle for which our southern

Every article of b ea u ty or 
value t h a t h ad escaped the fire was 
sold or trad e d for the necessaries of 
life.

feast with great, jolity an d subsequent 
general cholera m orbus.- We about, 
eterrate d the rab b its an d even tried 
d ry land terapins, though I, for my 
p a rt, did not like the flavor.

ever eaten before or since.

They were d ark days, those

I suppose he is th e m ost celebrated 
shark in the world.

When lie sees a shark 
approaching, which in those clear w a­ 
ters m ay be perhaps IOO y ard s off, 
he h as only to lie down flat, with his 
bark to the b o tto m of the sea, and no 
living shark can h arm him. Sharks are 
compelledjjto tu rn over on their backs 
before they can seize their prey. Tneir 
m ouths are placed so far back of thier 
long sn o u ts t h a t it is only by swim­ 
ming under their victims an d turning, 
th a t they can use their vicious jaws 
with effect. T he diver outw its them 
by ack ing as I have described. 
Some­ 
times a shark will try to ro u t him o u t 
; from his position, but a feAv sta b s of 
the sheath knife settles th a t m a tte r 
speedily. 
The wounded sh a rk swims 
off with the speed of an arrow and the 
■ diver pulls his rope an d is hauled to 
the surface. 
.Most of the men killed 
in th e pearl and sponge fisheries are 
native divers who venture 
into the 
wafer naked w ithout any m eans of 
defence o th e r th a n a knif-.*. T hey can 
-lay under w ater for only a m inute or 
two a t a time, an d if a shack a p ­ 
proaches they m u st either fight bim 
or ri*e rapidly to the surface an d 
climb into the boats.

few of them lost their lives. 
The greatest danger to be feared in

On the coast of Africa the natives 
fight sh ark s fearlessly. 
They enter 
the ocean naked, having first oiled 
their bodies in order th a t they m ay 
slide through the w ater easily. Their 
only weapon is a sto u t stick a b o u t 
tw o? 
* in lengt h sharpened a t both 
ends. 
T he w ater is so clear th a t they 
■an see for hundreds of feet aro u n d 
them. 
When a -h ark swims to w ard 
them they w ait until the m om ent he 
tu rn s on his back and as he opens his 
jaws to seize them they th u rst the 
stick crosswise into his m outh, and 
swim off. T h e shark s m o u th being 
held open by the stick, he is soon 
drowned, when the natives tow birn 
ashore a n d feast upon his flesh. 
F o r 
my p a rt I do n o t believe th a t sh ark s 
are native to 
American waters. 
I 
h a v*> heard old seamen say t h a t they 
came from Africa, following in the 
wake of the first slavers :h a t came 
to this country. 
T hose vessels were 
alw ays so overcrowded t h a t m any 
died on th e voyage, and were throw n 
o verboard. 
The 
sharks fed 
upon 
their bodies until they reached this 
side of Hie ocean.”

A b o u t N a t u r a l G a s ; 
Front the ('n ic ago I ii ter-Ocean. 
The earliest usa of n a tu ra l gas on 
record is in China, where for centuries 
it h as been conveyed through hollow 
b am b o o s from fissures in salt mines 
to the surface for burning purposes* 
Near theCa-qmtn Sea, in Asia, th ereare 
1 also places where n atu ra l gas is seen 
to exude trom the earth, a n d a sim i­ 
lar phenom enon is to be seen in the 
S zalatu a sa lt mine in H ungary. 
N a t­ 
ural gas was first discovered in this 
country in the neighborhood of Fred- j 
oni.i, C h a u ta u q u a County, N.Y., early 
in the century. 
Here it was first p u t 
; to use by som e enterprising citizens in 
the y ear 1821. 
A sinai I well was 
bored in the village to the depth of 27 
feet, an d the gas 
was 
conducted 
; through pipes to the houses, where it j 
was used for illum inating 
purposes 
alone. 
It is said th a t in 1824, on the I 
occasion of L afay e tte’s visit, the vil- J 
platform over the jage was illum inated with n atu ra lg as. j 
This well, which was drilled i n l 8 5 0 t o I 
th e dep th of only seventy feet, con-I 
Untied to supply the village with illu­ 
m inating gas until the y ear 1858. 
It I 
is a n o te w o rth y fact t h a t although j 
this interesting discovery was widely I 
know n it did n o t lead to an y further . 
experim ents, either in the neighbor­ 
hood or in other places, till fully 
tw enty years after 1821. 
In 
the j 
early p a rt of the present century it j 
was found t h a t the wells which were I 
bored for salt in the K an a w h a Valley j 
j yielded large qu an tities of gas. 
In j 
bilge | j 3 4 } th is gas was first used as fuel 
for boiling the brines obtained from 
the wells. 
Nearly all th e wells drilled 
for the purpose of obtaining petr oleum 
afforded n a tu ra l gas in abundance; it 
was, in fact, a considerable inconveni­ 
ence to those engaged in sinking the 
wells, an d often a source of serious 
danger. 
In 1865 a well which was 
sunk for petroleum a t West B loom ­ 
field, N. Y., struck a flow of n a tu ra l 
gas. 
An effort was m ade to ultilize 
tuts, and it was carried in a wooden 
m ain to the city of Rochester, a dis­ 
tance of 24 miles, in 1870, for the 
purpose of illuminating che city, but 
the experim ent was a failure. 
So, 
I though it was oblivious t h a t this 
I gaseous p ro d u ct constituted an inex­ 
h a u s t i b l e supply of excellent fuel. no 
S a tte m p t was m ade to p u t it to use in 
m an u factu re until during the p a s t de 
cade. 
In 1878, a well in A rm strong 
County, Penn., was so arranged th a t 
the gas could he separated from tile 
w ater with which it was discharged, 
an d conveyed through pipes to sever­ 
al miles in th a t vicinity, where it was 
used in the m anufacture of bar-iron. 
F ro m th a t tim e to the present d ay the 
use of n a tu ra l gas has increased very 
rapidly. 
It is estim ated th a t the gas 
used in 1885 for heating and ilium!
